A gun battle in a crowded pool

seriously wounded the boy after he 
was himself fatally shot, sent pe- 
destrians scurrying into neighboring 
doorways and pool players under the 
tables about 7:45 o'clock Thursday 
night, according to police. 

Kane, a Greek, whose restaurant, 
the Atlanta lunch room, is at 383 W. 


Mitchell street, was walking to the 
front of the pool room, where the 
safe for the two businesses is kept, 
with the intention of putting the day's 
receipts away. for the night. As he 
stooped over~to open the strong box, 
a negro walked in and said 

“Drop that ngeney!” 

Kane, thinking it was a joke, paid 
no attention, whereupon the negro 
drew an automatic and fired’ once, 
hitting him in the arm. 

The boy spun around, drew an au- 
tomatic of his own and fired two shots 
at the bandit. Fatally wounded, the 
negro staggered toward the _ door, 
turned and sent a bullet into Jim’s 
abdomen, and fell dead. Another ne- 
gro, lurking in the doorway, and ap- 
parently a companion of the banilit, 
snatched up the automatic as it fell 
to the floor, and escaped on foot. 

Young Kane was taken to Grady 
hospital: where it was decided to 
X-ray his injuries. It is believed by 
attendants that his injuries are seri- 
ous. Neither the negro bandit nor 
the one who fled with the gun was 
identified. Kane lives with several 
brothers at 642 Central avenue.

LONDON, Sept. 18.—(Friday.)—‘ 
(P)—The London Daily Mail this

power at least two years if a heavy 
fall in exchange is to be avoided.

“It was Beall’s duty to report the 
offense and knowledge possessed by 
him is imputable to the state,”

“Knowledge to the _ state 
through a period of years is a bar 
to prosecution. Even a private citi- 
zen may arrest an offender if the 
offense is committed in his. presence 
or results in his injury.

“Taylor did not stop the clock. 
Beall stopped it. ‘The clock belonged 
to Beall and not to Taylor. Taylor 
had no power to stop the clock, but 
merely requested Beall to stop if.” 
Judge Luke made reference to Beall's 
service on grand juries in 1927, 1928S, 
1929 and 1930. 

In the dissenting opinion, Judge 
Bell declared that he considers “‘brib- 
ery of an offer to bribe as an offense 
affecting all citizens alike in which 
no citizen or entity is more interested 
than another.” 

“It is unreasonable to say that the 
state became possessed of knowledge 
by virtue of the fact that a citizen 
who has knowledge of an offense and 
elects not_to make it public serves on 
a grand jury,” Judge Bell said. He 
pointed out that Beall was not active 
either as a policeman or a deputy 
sheriff, but was sworn into both of- 
fices for a particular purpose and 
therefore the state should not be 
charged with knowledge that came to 
bim incidentally.

TEXAS LEGISLATURE lt 
BEATS PLAN OF LONG 
AUSTIN, Texas, Sept. 17.—(4)— 
After decisively defeating the plan of 
Governor Huey P. Long, of Louisiana, 
advocate of no cotton planting in 
1932, Texas legislators tonight were 
in disagreement over provisions of sug- 
gested curtailment measures. 
Compromise steps were being taken, 
however, and a free conference com- 
mittee was expected to be named to- 
morrow to draft a bill on which both 
the house and senate would agree. 
The house late today passed a cur- 
tailment bill which would restrict cot- 
ton planting to one-third of the cul- 
tivated area. The vote was 86 to 32. 


A coalition senate bill was amend- 
ed to restrict planting to one-fourth | 
the land fn cultivation. The senate) 
measure has not been subjected to a 
final vote. oe 

The senate voted, 21 to 9, against 
an amendment to the coalition bill) 
which would have substituted prohibi- | 
tion of cotton planting to the pro-| 
vision for a limitation to one-fourth | 
the cultivated area. Passage of the re-| 
duction measure was regarded as cer- 
tain. The house yesterday killed the 
cotton prohibition plan, 92 to 38. 

The Louisiana governor's defeat in 
Texas was somewhat tempered by the 
South Carolina senate’s action today 
in approving a bill to prohibit cot- 
ton growing in that state in 1952. 
The bill was sent to the South Caro- 
lina house and that body passed it on) 
second reading. It must come up for.

Governor Long announced at Baton

His measure gave a commis- 
sion of three, named by himself. full 
authority to administer 
which is to be raised by a 50 per cent 
increase in income taxes, The repub- 
licans would permit the governor to 
name the commission but would put 
its operation under the department of 
publie welfare. 

“The overwhelming majority of the 
people in my state are anxious that 
the solution of this problem (unem- 
ployment) be carried out without par- 
tisanship or the seeking of political 
advantage in order that the state may 
give all proper assistance to its citi-
